Mayor J. W. Bdens has issued 
the following statement and ap- 
peal for concerted action toward 
reducing the appalling death and 
injury toll In automobile acci- 
dents in the nation. He asks the 
co-operation of all In the concert- 
ed program for 'street and high- 
way safety during the month of 
September. His statement follows: 


Throughout the United States 
lost year 30,600 persons were kill- 
ed and more than 800,000 were In- 
jured 
In 
automobile accidents. 
Such a casualty record is certain- 
ly staggering, .but present indi- 
cations ore that the record this 
year will be even WOM*—36,000 
deaths fnd more than one mil- 
lion persons injured. 
It Is apparent that 
strenuous 
effort* must be made to convince 
the public that careful use of the 
streets and highways must at all 
times prevail. 
To this end, more than a ma- 
jority- of the states of the coun- 
try are cooperating in September 
in a concerted program of street 
and highway safety The effort 
should merit the active support 
of all, Af the mayor of this cly, 
I am glad to have the opportun- 
ity to enlist all proper municipal 
agencies in the September under- 
taking. 
When It is recognized that the 
vast majority of all automobile 
accidents result from 'carelessness 
or recklessness, it must be admit-
